Not only will Russian ex- 
pansion be at an end, but 
local resistance may assert it- 
self in Eastern Europe and 
elsewhere. and force 
to move back in the years 
after 1953. Is Russia to wait 
passively for this? Will she 
be content to delay the pro- 
cess by playing on the in- 
ternal problems and difficulties 
of the Western power bulild- 
up outlined above?

The year 1952 is the last 
one im which this fateful 
choice is open to her.
